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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant argues that Lim (US 5,769,671) 
does not discloses a deflection portion deflecting the connector clip from a first position to a second postion. However, in accordance 
with the previous Office Actions, the examiner explained that the first postion of the spring is prior to the springs insertion into the 
housing. Once the spring is inserted into the housing, the housing maintains the spring at a second postion different from the first 
postion. The spring is inherently slightly deflected in the housing at second position compared to before placement in the housing inorder 
to faciliatate sufficent contact with the housing and the lead. Therefore, Lim does in fact teach a deflection portion for deflecting the 
connector clip from a first position to a second position. 
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
